Provide for the triennial Variation of Rentcharges 
in lieu of Tithes in Ireland, and the Re-applot- 
ment and Apportionment of such Rentcharges 
in certain Cases. 

W HEREAS by an Act passed in the Eourth Year of the Preamble. 
Reign of His late Majesty King George the Eourth, 
intituled “ An Act to provide for the establishing of 4 G. 4. c. 99. 
“ Compositions for Tithes in Ireland for a limited Time,” Commis- 
0 sioners, to be appointed as therein-mentioned, were empowered to 
agree in fixing the Amount of Sums to be paid as a Composition of 
all Tithes in Ireland, and to give Certificates of sucli Amounts for 
each Parish in Ireland, calculated on the average annual Amount 
paid during Seven Years preceding the Eirst November One 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, such Composition to 
continue from the Eirst Hay of November next ensuing each Cer- 
tificate, and to continue Twenty-one Years, subject to be increased 
and decreased every Three Years dining such Composition,, accord- 
ing to the average Price of Wheat and Oats for the Three Years 
next preceding within the County where the Parish was situate, 
such Variation to be applied for, made, and affected in Manner and 
Eorm therein mentioned ; and it was thereby provided, that such 
Composition was to cease and determine at the End of Twenty-one 
Years : 
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And whereas the said Act was, by another Act, passed in the 
Fifth Year of the same Reign, amended, whereby it was pro- 
vided that in all Cases of Composition for Tithe in Ireland made 
after that Act the same should not he subject to bo increased or 
decreased except on the Seventh and Fourteenth Years next after 5 
the Commencement of each Composition, and that such Alteration, 
as well at the End of every Third Year under the first-recited Act, 
should be made only with reference to the average Price of Com as 
advertised in the Dublin Gazette during the Seven Years immediately 
preceding such Variation, to lie applied for, made, and effected in 10 
the same Manner and Form as prescribed by the first-recited Act ; 
and it was further provided that it might be lawful to agree that 
Compositions for Tithe should continue for Twenty-one Years 
without Variation : 

And whereas both the said Acts were afterwards further amended 15 
by an Act passed in the Seventh and Eighth Years of the same Reign : 
And whereas by an Act passed in the Second and Third Years 
of His late Majesty’s Reign, intituled “ An Act to amend Three Acts 
c< passed respectively in the Fourth and Fifth and in the Seventh 
“ and Eighth Years of the Reign of His late Majesty King George 20 
“ the Fourth, providing for the Establishment of Compositions for 
“ Tithes in Ireland, and to make such Compositions permanent,” 
every Parish in Ireland was made subject to Composition for Tithe 
as therein mentioned ; and it was thereby provided that all Com- 
positions theretofore or thereafter to be made should remain and 25 
endure for ever, subject to Variation as to such Composition there- 
tofore made at the same Periods as then liable to, and as to such as 
were invariable for Twenty-one Years, then subject to Variation at 
the Determination of such Period, and henceforth in each succeed- 
ing Seven Years, and as to Composition thereafter to be made, 30 
subject to Variation in each Seventh Year next after the Day for 
which Composition should cease, all Compositions to be increased or 
decreased Avith reference to the average Price of Corn as advertised 
in the Dublin Gazette during Seven Years immediately preceding 
such Variation, to be applied for, made', and effected as prescribed 35 
in and by the former recited Acts : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the First and Second Years of 
the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act to abolish 
“ Composition for Tithes in Ireland, and to substitute Rentcharges 
“ in lieu thereof,” Rentcharges are substituted, subject to certain ^ 
Allowances therein mentioned and allowed, in lieu of Composition 
for Tithes theretofore in force in Ireland ; and it is thereby provided, 
that Rentcharges thereby substituted and made payable in lieu of 
Tithe should be variable in like Manner as Compositions for Tithe : 

And whereas by the said recited Acts the Periods at which Rent- ^ 
charges in lieu of Tithes are variable in the different Parishes in 

Ireland 
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Ireland are not uniform, and also by reason of tlie Forms and Pro- 
ceedings to be taken pursuant to the said recited Acts in order to 
effect such Increase or Decrease few Applications for the Variation 
of the Amount of Rentcharges in lieu of Tithe payable in Ireland 
5 under the said recited Acts have been successfully made, although 
the average Price of Com during the Years during which such 
Rentcharges have been paid has varied considerably : 

And whereas it is expedient that all Rentcharges in lieu of 
Tithe in Ireland shall henceforth increase or decrease at One and 
10 the same Time, and be payable in every Year according to the 
average Price of Corn, computed on the Three Years immediately 
preceding the Year in respect of which the said Rentcharge in lien 
of Tithe shall be increased or decreased : 

And whereas it is also expedient to provide for the Apportionment 
15 of all such Rentcharges in lieu of Tithe in Ireland, to enable, where 
Townlands are divided or sold in Lots, a specific Amount to be 
charged and applotted on each Lot, and by reason of the Inac- 
curacies in the original Applotment Books when expedient to 
re-applot such Amount as may have been originally applotted : 

20 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, hi this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. So much of the said several recited Acts as provide for the 
25 Increase or Decrease of Rentcharges as substituted for Compensa- 
tion for Tithe in Ireland, and the Manner and Form in which the 
Variation of the same was thereby to be applied for, made, and 
effected, shall be and are hereby respectively repealed ; and from 
and after the passing of this Act all Rentcharges in lieu of Tithe 
30 payable in Ireland shall increase and decrease, and be subject to 
Variation, at the Times and in the Manner and Form, and according 
to the Averages of Corn to be computed as herein-after provided, 
and not otherwise, and in all other respects the said several recited 
Acts and Provisions thereof shall remain in full Force and Effect. 

35 2. In the Month of January in the Year One thousand eight 

hundred and sixty -seven, and also in the Month of January in every 
Third succeeding Year afterwards, the Principal of the General 
Survey and Valuation Department in Ireland for the Time being 
shall insert or cause to be inserted in the Dublin Gazette an 
40 Advertisement entitled “ The Averages of Corn to regulate Rent- 
“ charges in lieu of Tithe in Ireland for the then current and the 
“ Two following Years,” in which shall be stated the average Price 
of One Barrel of Wheat, Barley, and Oats respectively for the 
Three Years ending the First Ray of Rccember next preceding in 
[110.] A 2 the 
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the Four several Provinces of Ireland respectively, such average 
Prices to be ascertained from the Sales and Selling Prices of the 
said Articles in such Town of the said Provinces respectively as to 
the said Principal of the said General Survey and Valuation 
Department shall seem fit, provided that the County Town of a 5 
County in the said Provinces respectively shall he One of such 
Towns. 

3. Every Rentcharge in lieu of Tithe charged on and payable 

out of Lands in Ireland after the First Ray of January One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven, and every Third succeeding 
Year afterwards, shall increase or decrease in the same Proportion 
as the average Price of any particular Species of Corn mentioned 
in the Certificate of each respective Composition or Variation thereof 
shall hear to the average Price of Wheat, Barley, and Oats so to he 
taken and advertised in the Month of January One thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-seven, and in every Third succeeding Year after- 
wards, as lierein-before provided, the average Prices of the said 
Commodities in the said Provinces respectively to regulate the 
Increase or Decrease of Rentcharge for each respectively of the 
said Provinces ; and such Rentcharge shall he from Time to Time 20 
applotted, levied, and paid in such and the same Proportions, 
from the several Persons liable to pay the same, in the same 
Manner as the Rentcharge in lieu of Tithe is mad.e leviable, 
recoverable, and payable by the said several recited Acts, and all 
other Acts now in force. 25 

4. When any Rentcharge Payer, by reason of Inaccuracies in the 
original Applotment Book, or subsequent Charges of the Lands and 
Boundaries, or other Alterations that render such Applotment Book 
unintelligible, or when Townlands have been sold in Lots, or are 
about to be sold in Lots, or otherwise partitioned or divided, or 35 
otherwise \V appears expedient to have the said Applotment Books 
amended^ and the Sum originally applotted now re-applotted, so that 

a fixed aYd specific Amount may be applotted on each Rentcharge 
Payer in such Townland and the now Occupiers thereof, deems it 
expedient and necessary to have a Re-applotment or Apportionment 35 
of such Tithe Rentcharge as aforesaid, the Commissioner of Valua- 
tion in Ireland, on a Request of such Rentcharge Payer, or his 
Agent in Writing, shall proceed by himself or his Assistants, duly 
appointed, to revise, re-applot, correct existing Inaccuracies, or fix 
specific Amounts or different Lots or Portions of such Townland or 45 
Townlands as aforesaid, and make such Order therefor as he may 
deem expedient to effect the Purposes aforesaid, and such Order 
shall be final, binding, and conclusive, and shall be transmitted to 

the 
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the Registrar of the Ecclesiastical Diocese to annex to the original 
Applotment Book as an Amendment thereof : Provided that any Appeal to 
Person dissatisfied therewith, or with such Order of such Cominis- 
sioner, may appeal to the Quarter Sessions of the District as 
5 herein-after provided. 

5. The said Commissioner of Valuation shall fix and determine Commis- 
the Expense incident to such Revision of the said Applotment y^tion to 
Books, and ky whom and in what Proportions to he paid, whether determine 
try tlie Rentcliarge Owner or Payer, or in sucli Manner between ° f 

10 them as lie may direct, and such Sums shall he accordingly so paid 
and he recoverable hy Action at Law, or hy Civil Bill Proceeding 
before the Chairman of the Quarter Sessions of the District in which 
such Lands are situate, to he sued for in the Name of the said 
Commissioner of Valuation to whom the same shall he payable. 

15 6. All the Powers and Authority given the said Commissioner of Powers of 

Valuation, under the Ninth and Tenth Victoria, Chapter One hun- 
dred and ten, being the Act now in force relating to the Valuation 
of rateable Property in Ireland, is and are hereby given and granted 
to the said Commissioner for the Purpose of carrying out the 
20 Intention of this Act, and the said Remedy, Power, and Right of, 
and hy Appeal to any Person feeling himself aggrieved as is given 
hy said Act, is hereby given and granted to any Person feeling 
aggrieved by any Order made under this Act.
